Company administrators
vesterday attributed the
top heavy vote against the
union to employee satis-
faction with company la-
bor policies, working con-
ditions and compensation.

Brown listed the three most important problems
pow facing the residents of Southern California as
water, education and the growing menace of narcotics.

Commenting upon water development programs
that have been initiated during his term of office, he
said; we promised to take action in water de-
velopment. The North existed under the threat of
floods. The South was living on borrowed time and
urgently needed to start on a new water program. Yet
the California Water Plan had bogged down in sec-
tional stalemate and a war of words.”

Feather River project and subsequent develop-
ment are his answer to this program, he stated.

SOUTH BAY COLLEGE

Brown pointed out that, in the field of higher
education, that the state has budgeted $255,000 for
the first increments of two new colleges, one for San
Bernardino and Riverside and one in the South Bay
area.

He stated that the State Board is currently select-
ing a president for the proposed local school and that
they will insist on a site acquisition and academic plan
that will insure the bhest possible college for  this
community.

School should begin operation by 1963, he said.

The governor concluded by stating that his nar-
cotics program has received praise throughout the
nation. His program includes;

A stiff increase in penalties; a mandatory mini-
mum period of imprisonment for all narcoties offen-
ders; elimination of the misdemeanor-county jail sen-
tence as an alternative sentence in all narcotics cases;
eligibility for newly established rehabilitation and
treatment programs. .
